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STABBING OF OCCC FURLOUGH INMATE BY ANOTHER INMATE UNDER
INVESTIGATION

HONOLULU — Preliminary reports indicate two furlough inmates, returning to Module 20 after work
at about 6 p.m., got into an altercation in front of the Module 20 entrance. Early reports state that 43-
year old, Shane Flores stabbed a 28-year old male inmate.

Correctional Officer were able to bring the situation under control quickly. Honolulu Police and
Emergency Medical Services were called and arrived on the scene within minutes of the incident.
The 28-year old male was taken by ambulance to the hospital for assessment and treatment of his
stab wounds. No one else was injured.

Flores was arrested and will face charges related to the stabbing. He is serving time for kidnapping.
Honolulu Police as well as the Public Safety Internal Affairs Office are investigating the incident.
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
